REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record, namely, Hayward et al. (U.S. Patent No. 

6,798,997) discloses a supply ordering apparatus having a status window (see figure 4) 

which displays an magenta ink level low and an ordering option and replacing option. 
The closest prior art of record, namely, Benjamin et al. (U.S. Patent No. 

6,1 1 3,208) discloses displaying a low ink warning and reorder part number (see figure 

5). 

However, the closest prior art of record, namely, Hayward et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,798,997) and/or Benjamin et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,1 13,208) do not disclose, teach or 
suggest, wherein when the remaining amount is not greater than a first threshold being 
greater than 0, the controller displays on the display a warning to replace the 
consumable, and when the remaining amount is not greater than a second threshold 
being greater than the first threshold, the controller displays on the display purchase 
information for purchasing the consumable, as claimed in independent claim 3.
